Ed, one of the problems with the original ICOM IC-761 (since corrected 
completely in the IC-765) was a noticeable chirp along with spurious 
output during QSK CW if the frequency offset was in the order of 300 - 
500 hz or greater. The PLL just couldn't change frequency fast enough to 


keep up with the keying and was not settled before the finals were keyed 
on. It took a complete PLL redesign to fix that problem - they did it 
for the 781 and then used the same system architecture in the 765 when 
it replaced the 761. 


Point of all this ICOM history: could the '2020 chirp be of similar 
origin? If so, will it take similar Draconian measures to correct it?

QRP Gang -- 


The UOC "Hawkeye" non-directional aviation beacon (NDB) 

was correctly identified as the unid AM signal near Coralville/ 
Iowa City, Iowa, (home of the Univ of Iowa Hawkeyes) 

at 530 (524) khz. 


"Hawkeye" is actually a strong good signal. I can hear it 
regularly with all of my AM radios, good and bad ones, here 

in the Quad Cities, and I am 60+ miles from the UOC 

transmitter. (I can't say the same for all the area NDB's.) 
I've seen the setup -- antenna is a dipole up between two 
telephone poles running north-south, so not up high and 

fairly NVIS (which is what you want). Seems to be a typical 
setup, as I've seen it at other airports. BTW, the aviation beacon 
band runs approximately from 150 to 530 Khz, with most 

down in the LW (and not MW) range. (Aviators can also use 

the MW "AM" broadcasters as NDBs, with the better ones 

marked on sectional charts, although you have to be more 

careful about flying into their antennas :-). It is a challenge 
for DXers and weak signal folks to try to listen for NDBs. 


Back to QRP -- I worked WK8S this weekend, who was out 

in his backyard with a Sierra on 40m -- he seems all thrilled 
waiting for his Elecraft K2 to arrive. Seems to be alot of 
excitement over this K2 rig (I'd consider it if my piggy bank wasn't

> The tuning control is just a pot used as a voltage divider. Swap the 

> wires on pins 1 and 3 of J2. This should reverse the tuning direction. 
> It will not change the tuning range however. If the range is incorrect

> old Heathkit SB 401 I'm refurbishing can put out. Are any of you fine

Len, 


To check on whether the tuner will handle about 100 watts, look at both 
the coil and the capacitor(s). The capacitors should have about 1/8" 
spacing (0.125") between plates. The coil should be about #16 wire with 
at least 1, if not 2 wire diameters spacing between turns. If so, the 
tuner will handle the 100 watts. Bigger components (414 coil wire, 0.2" 
plate spacing) is more desirable, but the smaller tuner will work fine if 
you always do the basic tune-up at low power. When the components are 
very far from their proper settings, you can get unpredictably high 
voltages that can arc. Once close to their proper settings, the voltage 
tend to be less and to fall within the component capabilities, especially 
capacitor plate spacing. The coil wire diameter is a function of the RF 
current at the highest power to be used and the low (50-ohm) impedance of 
the input (TX) side of the tuner. To be sure of your visual judgments, 
run up the power slowly with the tuner in tune on the bands you want to 
use and watch and listen for arcing--and check for heating (after removing 
power). Hope this helps.

Before one jumps into the project, remember that the convertd CB's can 
NOT be used by Novice/Tech+ in their section of the Phone band. When the 
FCC authorized the phone expansion, they allowed only SSB for 
Novice/Tech+ in the 28.300 - 28.500 MHz range, the published reason being 
to discourage ex-CB'ers from just sliding their AM CB's up the the band. 


It reallt makes an AM conversion a General and higher project. 


Going back to the dark ages of tube CB's, the Hallicrafters CB-7 could be 
converted just by reversing the RX and TX crystals and retuning. The RX 
LO injection was 1650 KHz above the "channel", so the conversion would 
put you between 28.615 (CH-1) and 28.900 (CH-23) The CB-7 had a built-in 
AC power supply and a 6 or 12 volt vibrator supply (vibrator was an 
accessory), 10 tubes and drew 55 watts RX and 70 watts TX.

I think the coax braid is actually working as the counterpoise here, though not 
as a quarterwave counterpoise. Basically any length of short wire (greater 
than zero) offers a lower impedance than the several thousand ohm feedpoint 
impedance of the halfwave. Because of the differences in impedance between the 
antenna and the counterpoise/braid, the current on the latter is much lower. 


It would be interesting to see how well the setup you describe actually would 
work with a significant number of ferrite beads (whatever that might be) 
located right at the point where the coax attaches to the matching unit. Does 
tuning become more difficult, with the setup becoming sensitive to hand 
Capacitance or other effects? Note that the beads would have to offer a 
combined impedance similar to that of the end-fed halfwave antenna (several 


thousand ohms) to actually accomplish anything (again, in this specific case of 
an end-fed halfwave wire).

Very interesting reading here for me. I just converted my 40m inverted 
vee to a full wave length vertical delta loop by installing a connecting 
bottom wire between the to vee ends. It is feed with window line at the 
apex which is at 20 feet. When I first used it I was very impressed 

but after a week I am not sure I am any better off. Seems that I have a 
little less noise on 20 and 40 which was one of my objectives but it is 
very difficult to tune on 15 and 10. I can load up on these bands by 
adding a 8 foot length of feed line to the antenna (1/4 wave length at 
10m) but quick band changes to to check on 10m foxes are a pain. I read 
that the loops are less susceptible to nearby objects. My loop is up 
against the side of my house at the apex and the ends flare out a little 
to about 10 feet away and the bottom wire is 8 feet off the ground. My 
neighbors house is only 20 feet from mine. So the antenna is sandwiched 
between the two. I can make the inverted vee legs longer than 33 feet. 
I can add another 10 feet to each leg.

I tried a similar experiment, with similar results. I think that the gain of the 
loop configuration is offset by the lower average height of the antenna when it's 
a 

loop. By the way, it is helpful to wrap a bit of aluminum foil about 12" wide 
around 

the ladder line and slide it around until you find a place that allows your tuner 
to 

match the antenna on all bands. I vote for option 3 -- it will work better on 80 
meters.

Since the purpose of the C-E resistor is just to give the base a shot and 
start the oscillator while not loading down the Q of the crystals. I'd 
start with something around 82K. 


If that gives you good reliable starting put the breadboard in the fridge 
for a couple of hours and see if it will start when you take it out. If it 
will you should be okay for portable use, if not you will need to warm up 
the rig first when in the field at FYBO or lower it a bit and try again. 


Looks like an interesting circuit, I found a pair of crystals in the Mouser 
catalog that should come up around the KnightLites frequency of 3.686. I'm 
putting this one on my "fiddle with it" list.

The tuning problems with an antenna design can be quickly determined, but 
the operating merits take a bit longer. So as you run through 
possibilities, give each one a fair try with different kinds of band 
conditions on the many bands on which you want to operate. Low band 
antennas take patience more than anything else for effectiveness testing.

First off, I don't really appreciate having the number of kits limited 
to satisfy a political agenda (however well intended) to give kits to 
foreign hams. That in effect means that the kits cost us twice what the 
club effort ought to have cost. Why don't we instead make up the kits at 
the actual cost and suggest those who wish to, make contributions to an 
ongoing fund for QRP kits for overseas hams. The YASME effort was of 
that kind and very successful, although they weren't quite conventional 
QRP level rigs that were supplied. 


Secondly, the outstanding specs of the NC20, if it bears out, is going 
to have a very high demand. Yes, I know that NorCal is not in the 
kitting business. But it would seem that, from the outset, the demand is 
going to be very high for this kit. Ought not plans have been made in 
advance to make it available through one of the several kit businesses 
associated with QRP? I for one would like to have the NC20 as it comes 
but also attempt a conversion to 15m (the sunspot cycle is upon us...) 
And for that matter, a 40m conversion is a good option, too. A stronger 
front end than is in the NorCal 40A would be great for contesting with 
the big boys.So I could want as many as three kits. Having a common 
interface with the rigs I take to the field would be a good thing. I 
would suppose that many builders out there may want at least two for 
Similar reasons. So...just how are the goodies going to be fairly 
distributed. Perhaps to NorCal members first,and then to others? 


By the way, I am a NorCal member, too, although I never attend the 
meetings . My QRP interest is primarily portable/backpacking and 


those occasional QRP field-oriented contests. 


Assuming no changes are made in the planned distribution of the NC20 
kits, I will have my check in the mail later on this month...

That could very well be it. I was thinking that maybe with the way they do 
the fine frequency steps by pulling the reference osc might have something 
to do with it. A ground loop or power supply dip when going to Tx might 
shift the reference a little before it can be corrected. 


I haven't seen a schematic or block diagram of the 2020 yet, but I 
understand they use coarse 10 K tuning steps in the PLL then shift the 
reference osc for the smaller steps. 


I figure it would take a shift of about 2 Khz on the reference clock to 
move the VCO 10 KHz. The amount of shift needed varies between the low end 
and high end of the VCO tuning range. So, I could see having a DAC shift a 
VXO ref clk to about where it's needed and use a frequency counter to fine 
tune it to where it needs to be, ala a Huff 'n Puff type scheme. All this 
could very well result in a chirp durring CW keying, but would not be a 
problem for normal SSB, where there is time for every thing to settle.

Gang, 


The recent guitar-picks thread motivates me to write about an alternative 
to homebrew paddles for portable use. I converted an old two-button mouse 
to work as a set of paddles with my TiCK keyer. This was mainly done as an 
experiment but the results turned out so well that I felt it would be 


worthwhile to tell y'all about it. Yes, I know this is not an original 
idea. I had my doubts about this before I started, but I'm a convert now! 


The conversion was simple enough. I would recommend a two-button mouse with 
"soft" action (no loud clicks on button presses). Three buttons would 
afford a third for keyer control if you were industrious enough to build 
the keyer itself into the body of the mouse (a TiCK would certainly fit, 
maybe with a 9V battery, too!). I took my mouse and removed as many 
components from the PC board as possible. Then I soldered two jumpers on 
the board which caused the two switches to directly switch two lines in the 
cord (with a common ground). Put a stereo plug on the end of the cord, and 
you're done! Of course, the procedure will vary depending on the mouse you 
select. 


What really surprised me was the ease with which it is used! I expected 
some problems getting used to the different action (being accustomed to 
regular paddles myself) but found the transition to be quite painless. I 
have no trouble sending at 20 wpm, but higher speeds might be more of a 
challenge. Additionally, the mouse paddle offers the advantage of true 
one-hand operation. I used this on a backpacking outing for FD and found it 
quite convenient to rest it on my knee and send with one hand and log with 
the other. Regular paddles need to be anchored to something solid, or held 
in one hand while the paddles are worked with the other. 


In short, I'm hooked on this for portable operation. I even did a few QSO's 
standing up, still using only one hand to send. If you're interested in 
portable operation, I encourage you to give some thought to using a conv 
erted mouse.

It is the best mobile antenna I have ever had, and I've had 
Texas Bug Catchers and many other good ones. The screwdriver name 
refers to the electric screwdriver motor which moves the coil up and 
down to achieve resonance at any desired frequency. The antenna is big 
for a mobile. The first one I built (copper pipe) worked the metal on 


the roof of my Toyota Wagon to metal fatigue even though it was guyed to 
the front roof rack with strings. The present one uses aluminum pipe 
and is lighter. It may still fatigue the metal in the rear quarter 
pannel of my old Volvo wagon even though it is braced to an extension of 
the rear roof rack.

Got a question for those in the know... Not the no, no... :-) 


If I fed my by-square... cut for forty meters, let's say 7.1mhz.... 
in the center of the flat top (phasing part) with twinlead, (open wire line 
of some sort)... 

Could I get it to load on forty as a half square and on eighty 
(3.550 or thereabouts) as an eighty meter dipole with the ends bent over???? 

Seems like a simple way to cover both eighty and forty in a limited 
space... with one antenna... would I have to make the twinlead an even half 
wave on forty??? or would the length of the twinlead be that critical... 
a...sume...ing this will work.... 

I am asking because "I have an idea" :-)... I figure .1 wavelength 
on eighty would be about thirty sumthin feet and I could put a director in 
front of the driven element for eighty and one for forty and not take up a 
city block or have to bother with two driven elements... and I could do this 
in the width it takes for a forty meter dipole!!! 

I think the formula for the 80mtr dipole would call for less wire 
than the forty bi-square... however I am hopeing that the ends being bent 
over would make the electrical length of the eighty dipole short enough to 
work at about half the frequency of the forty bi-square...
